waunee, 
Wis. 
Identification 
marks showed the wallet was 
the property of Capt. Schuene­ 
mann, well-known in Manis­ 
tique. In the wallet were found 
newspaper clippings, presum­ 
ably from the Manistique Pio­ 
neer-Tribune, personal cards, 
memoranda of the captain’s 
expenses, 
receipted bills for 
oilskins, provisions, etc. 
The 
wallet, tied securely in an oil 
skin, was in a good state of 
preservation. 
The next episode regarding 
the Christmas Tree Ship in­ 
volved the fishing tug “Moni­ 
tor” of Two Rivers, Wis. Capt. 
Manville LaFond found a hu­ 
man skull in May of 1924 en­ 
tangled in his nets. This w’as 
the third skull he had picked 
up at a certain point and it 
was presumed that the bones 
were the remains of the crew 
of the wrecked ship. 
Periodically, come Novem­ 
ber and December, interest is 
renewed in the fate of the 
Rouse 
Simmons 
and 
new 
stories are told to the younger 
generation regarding the ship- 
w'reck.

HARRISBURG, Pa. (AP) — 
Early American Thanksgivings, 
Pennsylvania historians tell us, 
were m erry, even ribald occa­ 
sions for carrying on in Tom 
Jones fashion. 
The preachers, public officials 
and 
proper 
Philadelphians 
didn’t want it that way. 
But the American men of the 
1700’s, say some history books, 
preferred drinking, romancing 
Indian women, singing rn tav­ 
erns. smoking hemp or partak­ 
ing of opium and other drugs, 
and gathering in the streets to 
celebrate Thanksgiving Day. 
Pennsylvania historians agree 
that the picture of Pilgrims cat­ 
nip turkey and singing solemn 
hymns 
just doesn’t 
tell 
the 
whole story. 
For 
example, 
consider 
the 
first 
Thanksgiving 
Day 
pro­ 
claimed rn the colony of Penn­ 
sylvania. 
As was the case with frequent 
Thanksgiving 
Day 
proclama­ 
tions, the one on July 24. 1746, 
stemmed from a news event of 
national significance. 
Gov’. George Thomas, thank­ 


ful for the victory of troops of 
King George II over rebellious 
Bonnie Prince Charles of Scot­ 
land. penned a statement and 
ordered it printed, perhaps by 
Benjamin Franklin, in the state 
capital at Philadelphia. 
Carried by horseback into vil­ 
lages w’here it was posted in the 
square, the message ordered “a 
day 
of 
public 
thanksgiving” 
with 
“prayers 
and 
sermons 
suitable to the occasion ” 
The proclamation continued: 
“And that the said day may 
be observed with a solemnity 
becoming our Christian profes­ 
sion. and not as has been too of­ 
ten the practice with drunken­ 
ness and other kinds of fccen- 
tiousness, to the dishonor of God 
& to the reproach of the Chris­ 
tian name . .. 
“I do hereby order that the 
m ajemirates and other officers 
of justice be especially careful 
to prevent all immoralities or 
riotous disorders whatsoever.” 
The proclamation precedes by 
43 years the proclamation of the 
first national Thanksgiving on 
Nev 26, 1789.

Money is plentiful during the 
aeason, and spirits are high. In­ 
spiration flows and guards are 
down. People are in a hurry and 
they don't count their change. 
And 
the 
swindlers 
are 
well 
aware of it. 
Vendor Tops Gyp 
One of the most successful 
gyps—and its continuing popu­ 
larity attests to the gullibility of 
men—involves a vial of perfume 
being sold by a street vendor. 
Any woman would recognize 
that perfume couldn’t be sold at 
such an absurdly7 low price. But 
to a fellow who has just left an 
office 
party 
and 
is 
heading 
home very late, the stuff looks 
like the magic that will ease his 
way into the house. 
Something 
about 
the 
mer­ 
chandising method 
also 
indi­ 
cates a real buy: A cardboard 
carton is spread out on the side­ 
walk; a hurried, harried vendor 
stands behind it furtively trying 
to spot an oncoming policeman. 
Husband Gullible 
The gullible husband bites, ig­ 
noring 
his 
wonderment 
that 
such fancy perfume could be 
spirited from Paris through the 
customs men to be sold at a 
fraction of its costs from a car­ 
ton on a city street. It is, of 
course, 
nothing 
more 
than 
cheap cologne rebottled. 
Another racket is perpetrated 
by sending a claim stub to an 
individual stating that the send­ 
er is holding a package that will 
be sent on return of the stub and 
a small amount of money. 
Seldom is the amount sought 
very large, because that might 
arouse the suspicions. The sum 
might be only $2, the very 
amount that forgetful Aunt Sally 
•pends on gifts she sends to tile 
children. 
Anxious to find what gift is to 
arrive on return of the stub and 
the money, the housewife suc­ 
cumbs. In return she receives a 
gift of almost no value. The 
package isn’t from Aunt Sally. 
In fact, it has no return address. 
Neighborly Swindle 
Another swindle capitalizes on 
concern 
for 
your 
neighbor, 
which often is warmer during 
tho cold holidays than it was 


back on those summer morn­ 
ings when he started his power 
mower at 6:30. ’ 
“Would you please accept a 
package for 
Mr. 
Jones next 
door?” the messenger asks Mr. 
Smith, adding innocently, “It’s 
C.O.D.” 
The magnanimous man of the 
house, anxious to get back to his 
television set, hands over the 
money and receives a strangely 
light package. By the time his 
suspicions 
are 
aroused 
the 
young messenger has 
scooted 
away. 
Hollow Laugh Noted 
What is Mr. Smith to do but 
wait for Mr. Jones to come 
home and then walk over with 
the package? Mr. Smith opens it 
and they both have a laugh. Mr. 
Smith’s laugh is as hollow as 
the box though, 
because he 
pays. 
Then there are the charities. 
In many cities young men and 
women have made comfortable 
livings in recent months merely 
by sticking out their hands and 
asking for cash. And cash has 
been pressed into their hands. 
With this knowledge of just 
how easy it is to beg effectively, 
many of these same people will 
be holding out something that 
holds more money than a palm. 
It will be a cup. and the infer­ 
ence will be that the money is 
for charity. 
Charity Probe Eyed 
The 
customary 
warnings, 
from the Better Business Bu­ 
reau and others, state that any 
charity should be investigated 
before a donation is made. But 
on a snowy, windy, dark night, 
how is one to investigate? It’s 
impossible. 
The biggest surprise of all, 
however, may not involve gyps. 
It does 
involve forgetfulness, 
and since the effect can be the 
same, the BBB reminds you this 
holiday season: 
If you’re buying a battery-op­ 
erated toy, check before Christ­ 
mas to see if it needs batteries.

In America 


Hear them? They’re sleigh- 
bells — and we all know what 
that means! Santa’s here, and 
with him arrives one of the old­ 
est, happiest, and best loved 
traditions of the Christmas sea- 
aon. 
Today, 
of 
course, 
it 
just 
wouldn’t be Christmas without 
Santa Claus, but it is interest­ 
ing to ponder just where the 
jolly old gent got his start, and 
it might be surprising to learn 
that it wasn't really the North 
Pole. 
The name Santa Claus, it­ 
self. is an American derivation 
of the name St. Nicholas, an 
early fourth century bishop in 
Asia Minor, according to the 
editors of the Encyclopedia In­ 
ternational. 
Santa was first brought to 
this country by the early Dutch 
settlers, who called him Sinter- 
klaas. Those Dutch burghers 
portrayed him as a merry old 
man. sometimes even with a 
wife they called Molly Grietje. 
Santa also looked a little dif­ 
ferent then, and he wore a 
wide-brimmed black hat, short 
Dutch breeches, and smoked a 
long clay pipe. 
Later, the British brought 
their own Father Christmas to 
America — a happy, roly-poly 
Falstaffian figure. 
Inevitably, 
Sinterkaas 
and 
Father Christmas became one. 
Add to this the Norwegian’s 
Kriss Kringle, with his sleigh 
•md reindeer, and the picture is 
nearly complete. 
It was finally the task of 
American artists and writers to 
create an image of Santa Claus 
such as we know today. Wash­ 
ington Irving, among others, 
contributed to the concept of 
Santa as a jolly holiday figure, 
while Clement Moore, in his 
famous “Visit from St. Nicho­ 
las” (“’Twas the Night Before 
Christmas’’), added to the con­ 
cept 
However, the notion of Santa 
Claus which really captured the 
imagination of young and old 
alike was drawn by the Ameri­ 
can cartoonist Thomas Nast in 
1863. 
Yes, that’s Santa all right, 
with 
his 
fur-trimmed 
suit, 
ahiny black boots and long 
white beard. Just the way we've 
always known him — or so it 
seems.

It’s a time when everybody should he home.

I get tired. The kids are on vacation. I have a thousand 
and one things to do — 500 cards to address, a half-dozen par­ 
ties to go to, for the children and Bob. a dinner party for Bob’s 
boos and his snooty wife, get the tree and decorate it. 
—a suburban housewife 
People at Christmas time are kind of funny, kind of sad. 
kind of lonesome. Some are really happy no matter what reas­ 
ons. Are these people really facing up to what Christmas is 
really all about? I wonder. 
I have a copy of the Revised Standard Version of the Bible 
on my desk, and so I opened it and began to look through it, 
remembering what these people had said about Christmas. Here 
are some of the passages I found. 
I found an expression of the wonder and humility of a 
mother expecting her first child, but a child unlike others: And 
Mary said: 
“My soul magnifies the Lord 
and my spirit rejoices in God my Savior, 
for he has regarded the low’ estate of his handmaiden. 
For behold, henceforth all 
generations will call me blessed: 
For he W’ho is mighty has done great things for me, 
and holy is his name . . 
(Luke 1:46-49) 
I found the simple, moving story of Christ’s birth: 
“And Josenh also went up from Galilee, from the city of Naza­ 
reth, to Judea, to the city of David .which Is called Bethlehem, 
because he was of the house and lineage of David, to be en­ 
rolled with Mary, his betrothed, who was with child. And while 
they were there, the time came for her to be delivered. And she 
gave birth to ber first-born son and wrapped him In swalding 
clothes and laid him in a manger, because there w*as no room 
for them In the inn.” 
(Luke 2:4-7) 
And further on I found the jovous message of the angels 
to the shepherds on the hillside outside Bethlehem: 
*. . . I bring you good newrs of great joy which will come 
to all people: for to you is born this day . . . A Savior, who is 
Christ the Lord.” 
(Luke 2:11-12) 
But perhaps, most important of all, I found the 
story of 
Oirist’s life, a life which changed the history of the w’orld and 
of the relationships betw^een men. He said: 
“Blessed are you poor, for yours is the kingdom of God.” 
•Blessed are you that hunger now, for you shall he satisfied.” 
•Blessed are you that weep now. for you shall laugh.” 
•Blessed are you when men hate you. and when they ex­ 
clude you and revile you, and east out your name as evil on 
account of the Son of man! Rejoice in that day, and leap for 
joy, for behold, your reward is great in heaven . . .” 
(Luke 6:20-23) 
And further on: 
•Love your enemies, do good to those who hate you. Mesa 
those who curse you. pray for those who abuse you. To bim who 
strikes you on the cheek, offer the other also . . 
(Luke 6:27-21) 
FVw the message of Christmas is not just the familiar and 
beautiful story of the birth of Christ and of its meaning for 
mankind. Christmas is the time when we remember the prom­ 
ise fulfilled by the man who was bom on Christmas. The peo­ 
ple I have quoted — people not unlike many of us — have for­ 
gotten the true meaning of Christmas because they have forgotten 
the promise of Christmas. 
The truth of Christmas and the renewal of our belief in 
the real message of Christmas lies both in our understanding 
of the simple and at the same time awesome fact of Christ’s 
birth and in our realization of the intimate and immediate way 
the fulfilled life of Christ touched and touches our lives.

STAINED GLASS WINDOWS by the hundreds depict scenes 
of the Nativity.

What is more interesting than 
the nominal control of Okin­ 
awa is the fact that the con­ 
troversy over its status sheds 
a baleful light on the double 
standard which much of the 
world has come to accept when 
it discusses the “imperialism” 
of the Americans. 
The U.S. fought the Japan­ 
ese for four bitter years after 
our fleet was slugged at Pearl 
Harbor. We carried the brunt 
of the w'ar in the Pacific on 
our own, tlirough with some 
help from the Australians. 
The foxy Russians, who had 
remained quiescent while the 
Japanese wrere spilling out all 
over the western Pacific, let 
M acArthur^ soldiers and Nim- 
itz’s sailors and marines fight 
all the way back to the Phil­ 
ippines and Okinawa from New 
Guinea and Hawaii. Then, just 
as the Japanese were about to 
sue for peace, Stalin gave the 
signal that sent Soviet troops 
into Manchuria. 
One 
does 
not 
waste tim# 
blaming a nation for opportun­ 
ism, but this was what Fascist 
Italy had done in the early days 
of World War II when, after 
it was apparent that France 
was about to capitulate to Hit­ 
ler, the jackal Mussolini decid­ 
ed he would get what he could 
of the corpse of the French 
Third Republic. 
The difference between Mus­ 
solini and Stalin was that the 
latter managed to hang on to 
his prey; his m ilitary forces 
took the Kurile Islands, which 
stretch between Hokkaido, the 
northernmost island of Japan, 
and Soviet Kamchatka penin­ 
sula. 
The Kuriles were like Okin­ 
awa, 
something 
that 
Japan 
could claim more or loss leg­ 
itimately in the light of history. 
But where the U.S. has been 
willing to discuss the return 
of Okinawa to Japan, the Sov­ 
iet Union shows absolutely no 
disposition whatsoever to dis­ 
gorge what it took in a Far 
Eastern war that had demand­ 
ed no sacrifice.

It was just about a month 
ago that the Japanese Foreign 
Minister Kidchi Aichi journeyed 
to Moscow seeking a return of 


some of the Kuriles. The an­ 
swer was "nyet.” 
Again, one does 
not 
waste 
time bemoaning the Soviet lack 
of sensitivity 
in 
diplomatic 
matters: hard dealing is what 
anyone expects of Moscow.But 
where were the young Japan­ 
ese radicals while Aichi was 
getting the cold shoulder? If 
they were out demonstrating 
against 
“Muscovite 
im peria­ 
lism,” it somehow didn’t appear 
in western newspapers. 
There was plenty of news, 
however, 
of 
radical 
student 
demonstrations 
against 
the 
U.S. for its failure to give 
up Okinawa even before Sato 
went

Washington. And in 
the U.S. itself, the m anipula­ 
tors of the various moratoria 
did not couple any agitation 
against the “imperialistic Rus­

South Vietnam,

ialists” do not seem to care 
what the Soviets do to protect 
and further their control of 
lialf the world, and they al­ 
ways seem to carry Sen.

But one Senator, Harry Byrd

workings of the double stand­ 


ard 
regarding 
p r o p o s e d 
clianges of status in the Far 
East. 
Just before Sato arrived in 
Washington, 
Senator 
Byrd 
succeeded in tacking an amend­ 
ment to a State Department 
appropriation bill 
concerning 
Okinawa. The Byrd amendment 
read: “It is the sense of Con­ 
gress that the President shall 
not enter into any agreement 
or understanding, the effect of 
which would be to change tile 
status of any territory refer­ 
red to Article 3 of the Treaty 
of Peace with Japan, without 
the advice and consent of the 
Senate.” 
Since Okinawa is, in Byrd’s 
words, “our 
most 
important 
single military base complex 
in the Far East,” it would be 
in Japan’s own interest for the 
U. S. to retain the use of it as 
long as the Soviets maintain 
their clamp on the Kuriles at 
the other end of the Japanese 
homeland. 
If post-World War II balance 
of power arrangements affect­

cards in the U. S., conducted 
a Christmas card competition. 
The $1,000 first prize was won 
by Elihu Vedder, a well-known 
American artist.

A Yuletide gift 
of time for your loved one 
might have been a clock if you 
were very wealthy, but this is 
before the pendulum was intro­ 
duced, and you would have 
needed a sundial along with it 
to keep the clock reasonably on 
time! 
First Watch 
The first watch was also in­ 
vented in the Sixteenth Cen­ 
tury. It was not exactly a watch 
as you know' it today. Referred 
to as a Musk-Ball the watch of 


the 
1500s 
was 
spherical 
in 
shape, awkwardly large, and 
pierced to give off the scent of 
perfumed musk which was car­ 
ried in the case. 
The noblemen and dandies of 
that 
era, 
who 
could 
afford 
watches, wore them on chains 
around their necks and appar­ 
ently liked the idea of perfume. 
If Musk-Balls 
were still 
in 
vogue, you could probably fore­ 
go the gift-wrap and just com- 
ouflage the present by placing 
it among the ornaments on the 
branch of the Christmas tree! 
Watches of the Sixteenth Cen­ 
tury, though still a great nov­ 
elty, offered many more con­ 
veniences than their forerun­ 
ners. To tell time in the dark, 
tiny raised knobs above each 
numeral enabled the owner to 
“feel the hour’’ without lighting 
a candle. Then came the addi­ 
tion of a minute hand in 1675. 
By the Eighteenth Century 
you could have given a watch 
as a Christmas present with a 


second hand. This feature had 1 
been widely introduced to give 
doctors an accurate means of 
measuring the pulse. Your pre­ 
sent, of course, would have also 
included a key for winding. 
You could not have given a 
w'atch for the wrist as a Christ­ 
mas present until the early part 
of the Ninteenth century. 
The first wristwatch was de- 
i veloped for soldiers in the front 
1 lines during World War I be­ 
cause the routine of unbutton­ 
ing the watch pocket and taking
